Dale, one problem that comes immediately to mind is dealing with the 
selective fading situation across such a wide frequency range. It is 
very common with RTTY (you can easily see it on a scope and it seems to 
happen almost constantly) to have considerable variation in the relative 
amplitudes of the two tones from instant to instant. This causes many of 
the errors seen with RTTY. This is with two clean sinewave signals only 
170 Hz apart. Imagine the situation with complex speech waveforms in two 
sidebands spanning a range of 7 to 8 kHz, plus dealing with the fact of 
frequency inversions, etc. 


Of course, the concept would work at all only if the interfering SSB 
station were transmitting enough opposite sideband signal to be picked 
up and processed. Further complication comes from the loss of any phase 
coherence between the two sidebands due to the absence of the carrier 
component. 


Interesting notion - maybe someone has tried something like that and can 
comment.

How to get almost full CW Band Coverage out of a Norcal 40, with out 
changing a cap. 


Wow, I figured out something cool, all by myself :) I was playing around 
with my NC40a, since I added the 10 turn pot I was thinking of increasing 
the bandwidth so I could work in the Novice Part of the band, but really 

didn't like the idea of the radio tuning from 7024 to 7140. 


I notice that C50 (the var cap in the NC40a) was wide open giving me a tune 
of 7024 to 7061, that is fine and where I hang out most of the time so not a 
problem. If I fully closed C50 I would get a tuning range of something like 
6980 to 7020 or so. LY has 60 turns, I went through the manual, it said "If 
you're planning to use the Norcal 40A in the Novice band, use 58 turns on L9 
rather than 60." 

I thought that would put it to high in the band and that I wouldn't be able 
to get back down to 7030, so I went for 59 turns on L9. Nope that didn't 
get it, gave me a upper limit of about 7090, so off with one more turn, now 
L9 down to 58 turns. 

With C50 Fully Closed now I tune from 7024 to 7061, with C50 Fully Open I 
tune from 7092 to 7132, cool now with a quick pop of the top and a turn of 
C50 to either fully open for Novice Op, or fully closed for Normal CW 
Action. 


Now with a simple mod of removing 2 turns from L9 my Wilderness NorCal 40A 
tunes from 7024 to 7140, with out any problems. 


I'm sure this must be common knowledge to most 40a owners, but I just 
thougth I would share it with the group incase there are more dummies (like 
me) lurking on the list. See ya in the Novice Part of the Band..

I too am building the W7ZOI/K7TAU spectrum analyzer. 


I've ot the sweep board built and working, and 1 version of the 110 MHz TTC 
filter which is being reworked (very high insertion loss :-). I just got the 
parts kit from KANGA and am starting the rest of the boards tomorrow (sat 7 
nov). 

(I went out to Future/Active and bought the sweep board parts on my own...) 


I built a power supply using a 24V transformer, a monster bridge rectifier 
salvaged from something or other, and a couple of 15 volt regulators. Works ok 
so far. 


I also ordered some samples of the Analog devices log amp AD8307 (and the AD603 
gain-controlled amp as well) and will eventually be fooling around with them as 
modifications to the SA.

I downloaded unixcw-1.1a recently from sunsite. I also have unixcw-1.1 
I run Linux Red Hat 5.1 with the 2.0.35 kernel and ncurses-3 

I recently changed over from Slackware distribution after several 
years. I don't use sound cards in the Linux machines. 


On Slackware distribution of Linux (BSD style) the three programs in 
unixcw-1.1 (not with an "a" suffix) worked as expected and they have been 


helpful over the past couple of years for my family members learning 
Morse. In Red Hat (SysV), all three programs compile without warnings or 
errors. However, when I run the cw program from the command line in 
console mode, and type for example the letter ‘a' [Enter] I get the dih 
dah but then the speaker continues to send a tone that will not release 
the speaker for about two minutes or unless I press [Ctrl] [C] to quit the 
program and then a [Backspace] to produce a bell character. This same 
problem also happens with unixcw-1.1a

perhaps a device problem.

Linus Torvalds is the ultimate authority in what goes into a kernel 
distribution. If the device works under Slackware, it should work under 
Debian and RedHat. 


Since unixcw uses ioctl() to produce its sounds, which is a direct 
interface to the console drivers, it sounds like the ioctl() interface 
isn't working correctly for some reason. 


This could mean that the device drivers used in RedHat are not compatible 
with the rest of the Linux distributions. Pray that Linus doesn't catch 
wind of this. It could also mean that your kernel version has a bug in 
the console code. I'm using 2.0.34 kernel, and Unixcw works just fine for 
me. I do not have 2.0.35. 


To be honest, I think it's the latter. I just think that your console 
code has a bug in it. You may want to upgrade or downgrade a version of 
the kernel (install the 2.0.34 image, instead of 2.0.35).

In the NC40 and NC40A I built the pwr out would dip at the low end of the 
tuning range with more than about 40 - 50 khz spread. 


According to the NC40A manual this is due to the tight filter made up of L6, 
C38 and C39. The manual offers several ways to deal with this. I had good 


results by changing C38 to 47pf and L6 to 36 turns of #28 on a T50-2 
torroid. I built the rig this way and used a ten turn pot with a KC1. I 
use two caps paralleled (47 + 27 npo monolithic) in place of C49.
